You will notice that section number one, which is heavily sprinkled with 
Korea manuscripts, is broken into Attachment A, containing 1,191 pages, Attach- 
ment C, 145 pages, Attachment D, 16 pages, and Attachment E, 33 pages. Attach- 


ment B, containing 150 pages, was forwarded to you with our letter of 12 May 1981.

The second section contains CIA recommendations for deletions of material 
relating primarily to Taiwan (Formosa/ROC) policy matters in 1951. Attachment A 


contains 75 pages, Attachment B, 174 pages, Attachment C, 93 pages, and Attachment D 
3 pages. (U) 


East Asia (EA) Division in the Deputy Directorate of Operations conducted the 
additional review of the two batches and concurred with all of the deletions 
recommended by CRD, EA Division pointed out that in an overall sense it appears 
that this publication is particularly ill-timed, given the present delicate and 
triangular foreign relationships which exist between the U.S. and the PRC and 
Taiwan, and the U.S. and Taiwan. It believes that the release of some of this 
information is likely to have an adverse effect on some, if not all, of these 
relationships. (C) 
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The EA Division notes further that it is not always clear whether foreign 
governments have been or will be consulted regarding the release of this informa- 
tion (particularly in the instances of State Memoranda of Conversation). The 
Division's specific comments on these sections can be found on.the attachments. (C)
